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" THE MEANING OP THE AQUARIAN AGE "

Ever increasingly do we hear about the Aquarian Age, ^tarian vibrations, 
Aquarian people, and of Movements, books and JTeacherp'*aevoted to the study of 
the Aquarian way of life. 




Just what is the Aquarian Age anyhow ?. 

I will try to answer this question step by step . 

Through the relative motion of the Earth, and the Sun , it appears, as if the 
Sun moved on a path threugh the constellations of the heavens; I*h'e • ancient 
qstronomers or astrolgers divided this path he called the Zodiac into twelve 
parts corresponding to twelve of the principal equatorial constellations, 

Thus the Sun moves through the signs of-Aries, Taurus, Gemini, Cancer, Leo, 
Virgo , Libra, Scorpio, Sagittarius, Capricorn, Aquarius arid Pisces, once a 
year , staying in each sign once a month • ~ i ~ *; ' 

Now just as the Barth moves in an orbit around the Sun, the solar system as a 
whole moves around’a greater centre. It takes the solar-system about 26,000 
years to complete its orbit . A flg hfn similarly as the Earth's year is divided 
into twelve parts corresponding to the twelve signs, so the year pf the_solar- 
syatem is also divided into twelve parts according to the same signs, but in 
reverse order. 

Thus Pisces, Aquarius, Capricorn, etc. 

At the moment the solar-system is at the end of the Piscean‘Age. and about to 
enter the Aquarian Age, see diagram No.I.

Adolf Eichmann has written a novel, the magazine Time and Tide says. John 
Gower , diarist in the weekly current affairs magazine, said the book appar¬ 
ently was written inl953.•• seven years before his capture .. when Eichmann was 
in ARGENTINE.

SPACE CREATURES MAY EXIST .. 

LONDON A.P. Space travellers reaching the moon and other planets may find 
living organisms that have been lying dormant for millions of years ; says a 
British Medical Scientist . 

Frozen by the tremendous cold , they could be brought baek to earth* thawed 
and reruned to life , writes Dr. Audrey Smith of National. 

Reviewing current techiques of cooling men and animals to temperatiuresa- 
round the freezing point , she wrote.. 

" We now have to distinguish between clinical death and biological death" 
Clinical death means that now animals can be frozen so that their heart 
beats, circulation and brain activity stop. But they can be thawed out and 
brought back to life unharmed. . he time limit so far is about 2 hours. 

In support of her theory Dr. Smith' made these points. 

Many animal tissues can be frozen into indeinate suspended life after 
treatment with glycerol or other substances. Glycerol is produced internally 
by some insects and enables them to survive temperatures of 80 deg. below 
zero. There are insects and shellfish that can survive repeated freezing and 
thawing . 

Scientists dsicovered recently that the larvae of an African insect survived 
complete drying out and then revives again, when moisture is present. 
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In j os dried -oat state it can standimmersion into liquid nitrogen at minus 
300 deg. or five minutes exposure to temperatures of minus 400 deg . . 

On some planets Dr. Smith said, extremes of temperature and drought may have 
devloped over millions of years . . Living creatures could . during this time 
have evolved ways of surviving these extremes conditions in a state of sus¬ 
pended animation . 

In kore favourable surroundings , with higher temperatures and with moisture 
present, as on earth , they would come to life agian..

Twelve months ago we published a story sent to us as factual, hut because 
of its highly controversial matter we headed it. with the above title .

Your article in your Jan. issue was very interesting ? I

A further letter from an associate in England, a man a degrees, straggly 
supports the claims of the Amazing story . and even gives a great deal 
of facts and data to prove it. However he does not desire publicity 
but we can assure our readers that at least the story has quite sur¬ 
prisingly recieved a more than expected, approval . 

In relation to the author, several of our readers have asked or tried to 
guess or claimed to know who he is. but in keeping with the magazines 
policy where confidence is asked it is held, we therefor cannot give any 
clues as to the writer or his identity . 

Regarding Kurt Kohler's invisible details, see following page. 
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On the rrevioua page Kurt Kohler speaks of Germany developing rays of in- 
v^sibilty for various war purposes. Whilst we had heard rumours to this 
effect the facts were so meagre that it was impossible to make any factual 
statement in regard to same . However since the war and in relation with 
our Plying Saucer research work, the Editor has gathered from contacts in many 
places, hits and pieces of evidence which definately point to the fact that
